PRE-APPEAL BRIEF REQUEST FOR REVIEW 

The Applicants have carefiilly considered this application in connection with the 
Examiner's Final Rejection mailed April 26, 2005, and respectfltlly request apie-appeal brief review 
of this application in view of the following remarks. 
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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The Applicant originaUy submitted Claims 1-21 in the application. In a previous response, 
the AppUcaxit amended Claims 1^4-5,7-8, 15, 18-19 and21. Accordingly, Claims 1-21 areiuirently 
pending in the application. 

1. Rejection of Claims 1-21 under 35 U.S.C, §103 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 1-21 under35U.S.C.§103(a)- Claims 1,4,7-8, 11, 14- 
15, 18 and21 have been rejected as being unpatentable over U.S. PateoitNc. 6,308,215 to Kolbet,e/ 
al, in view of U.S. Patent No, 5,469,746 to Fukunaga. Dependent Claims 2, 9 and 16 have been 
rejected as being unpatentable over Kolbet and Fukunaga in view of U.S. Patent No. 4,402,271 to 
Heidmann, et al Dependent Claims 3, 10 and 17 have been rejected as being unpatentable over 
Kolbet and Fukunaga in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,542,946 to Wooten. Dependent Claims 5, 12 
and 19 have been rejected as being unpatentable over Kolbet and Fukunaga in view of U.S. Patent 
No. 5,365,577 to Davis, et aL Additionally, dependent Claims 6, 13 and 20 have been rejected as 
being unpatentable over Kolbet and Fukunaga in view of U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 
20030026183 byKitagawa. 
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The Applicant respectfully disagrees with the Examiner's rgeotions. More specifically, 
the Applicant respectfully disagrees with the Examiner's rejection of independent Claims 1 , 8 and 15 
based on the dted combination of Kolbet and Fukunaga. First, the cited combination of Kolbet and 
Fnkunaga, individually or in combination, does not teach or suggest each element of independent 
Claims l,8and 15. Ihe reply filed on Jime 17, 2005, at the last paragraph ofpage 2 and the first 
two paragraphs of page 3.) Additionally, there is no suggestion or motivation in either Kolbet, 
Fukunaga or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the 
teachmgs of Kolbet or Fukunaga or to combine the teachings of Kolbet or Fukunaga to arrive at tibie 
present invention as recited in independent Claims 1 , 8 and 1 5. (See the reply filed on June 1 7, 2005, 
at the last paragraph of page 3 and the first paragraph of page 4.) Furihermore, there is no motivation 
to combine Kolbet and Fukunaga. (See tiic reply filed on June 1 7, 2005, at the second paragraph of 
page 4.) 

Accordingly, the Applicant respectfiiUy request review of the rejection of independent 
Claims 1, 8 and 15 and Claims dependent thereon of the present application. Not only does the cited 
combination of Kolbet and Fukunaga fail to teach or suggest each elemrat of independent Claims 1, 
8 and 15> but the cited combination of these references is also improper.
